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Man Committed for Shopbreaking 


At Williamstown Court this 
week Ronald Francis Patrick 
O’Keefe was committed for 
trial at the Melbourne General 
Sessions, commencing on Nov- 
ember 2, on a charge of break- 
ing into a shop in Queen Street 
Altona, and stealing property 
vatued at about £430. 

William Lew, 2 The Avenue, 
Windsor, owner of a frock shop 
at 166 Queen Street, -Altona 
said he locked the shop at 5.30. 
p.m. on September 21, and when 
he returned at 9 a.m. the fol- 
lowing day he found the premi- 
ses had been broken into. The 
clothes off a rack down one side 
had been taken and the glass 
front door had been broken and 
catdhboard ‘put int -~fts- place. He 
later identified clotHing at the 
Russel Street police headquart- 
ers as belonging to him. 

‘Constable F. Chandler, of 
the Wireless Patrol, said that 
at 1.30 a.m. on September 22 he 
was on patrol with Constable 
Thomas. and Senior Elmore in 
Ascot Vale.. After a wireless 
message they proceeded towards 


Altona. He kept a look out for 
a car, No. GJN310, whilst on 
the way. 


As they ‘turned into Millers 
Road from Geelong Road he 
saw the wanted vehicle travel- 
ling in the opposite direction. 
They turned around and by 
that time the car had turned 
right into Geelong Road and 
was travelling east. They fol- 
lowed it, and it stopped well 
over to the left hand side of 
the road. They drew level with 
it and were able to see that the 
rear seat contained a quantity 
of clothing. 

The car then accelerated and 
the. driver turned around and 
looked in their direction. At 
this time the sign and siren of 
the police car were operating. 
It then swerved sharply to the 
right forcing the police car over 
to the centre of the road. ° 

Senior Elmore called to the 
driver to stop but it continued 
on and struck the front left 
mudguard of the police car. It 
continued on and they pursued 
it and drew level once more. It 
forced the police car over and 
police fired shots at the- car 
and it deliberately struck the 
police car again. 

The driver then appeared to 


lose control of the car, it went 
through a barricade and car- 
eered across a vacant allotment 
jumped a three foot gutter and 
crashed against the Footscray 
cemetery fence where .it stop- 
ped. 

Const, Chandler ran to where 
the car crashed and saw _ the 
accused get out and then get 
under the car. Const. Thomas 
pulled him out from there and 
asked if he was hurt. 

When asked if he knew 
about the shop being broken 
into and the clothes stolen, he 
answered ‘fair enough.” He 
admitted breaking into the shop 


but, said he could not talk 

he felt “too crook” He said it 
was his car he was driving and 
had bought it from a chap at 
Altona. He refused to say what 
he was going to do with the 
clothing. 

He was then told he was‘ un- 
der arrest but would be taken 
to Footscray Hospital first for 
treatment before being taken 
to a police station. 

Chand- 
ler interviewed O’Keefe was on 
October 13, 1960 at the Foots- 
cray police station. He refused 
to make a'written statement 
there. ‘

He 
observed a car being reversed 
out of a parking bay very slow- 
ly.. It went into Champion 
Road, and he took up a position 
behind it and observed the 
driving. :

The vehicle was swerving all 
over the road and, as it crossed 
the railway crossing, it swerved 
right suddeniy into Market St. 
right in front of another car. 
Only for the other driver’s 
fast braking there would’ have 
been @ collision. | 

Constable Bingham said he 
stopped the car and spoke to 
Hunter and asked him to ac- 
company. him to the police 
station. Defendant was glassy- 
eyed and -very unsteady- on his 
feet. 


Witness said * that at ~ the 
police station he asked Hunter 
how. many drinks he had had, 
and he said ebout five. Some 
during “smoko” in the morning 
at Newmarket and then a few 
more after 4.30 pm. at the 
Rifle Club Hotel. 

When asked to do some tests 
defendant had difficulty finding 
his employer’s name in the 


influence of. 


telephone book and adding up 
figures. He put the key in the 
keyhole on’ the third attempt, 
and was able to do some of the 
tests properly. Hunter told the 
police he had ‘been in Royal 
Park twice aS an sipohoues sand 
“witness. 

Constable J. Lewis said he 
had been with Constable Bing- 
ham at the time, and after de- 
fendant went to the police 
station he. brought his car up 
there and tested it. Although 
it was in bad repair, it was 
quite capable of being driven 
correctly. 


Hunter said in the witness 
box that he had only one glass 


of beer and a stout in the after-. 


‘noon. He saw the car in Mar- 
ket Street, but thought it was 
quite safe to turn. He consid- 
ered his driving quite satisfac- 
tory and ‘if he had been exam- 
ined by a doctor he would not 
have been in court. 

He had very bad nervous 
tension and had received treat- 
ment at Royal Park. He had 
been. examined by Dr Birrell on 
another occasion and was told 
he was a bad case of nervous 
tension. That would account 
for his tests being bad. - 


Mr R. Prowse, SM, said he 
did not think this case of driy- 


ing under the influence was as . 


bad as other cases in the past 
have been, having regard to de- 
fendant’s nervous trouble. The 
amount ef alcohol Hunter had 
taken, added to his nervous 
condition, ‘put him in a state 
where he was unfit to drive a 
motor car, and the alcohol was 
the determining factor in that 
condition.

Defendant told police he had 
no money for petroi for his car 
and his wife had left him, tak- 
ing the twWg children with her 
to Shepparton. 


It was read out that. Smith 
was placed on a two-year bond 
in February for larceny and 
had other convictions also. 

Mrs Smith spoke in the wit- 
ness box for her husband, and 
said she had returned to him 
about a month ago. She told 
the Court that Smith had been 
“marvellous” to her and the 
children since then. Given an- 
other chance she thought he 
could “go straight” this time. 

Mr R. Prowse, SM, said that 
even “though defendant, was a 
young man, he had a bad rec- 
ord. The taking of the petrol 
was deliberate ‘and not on the 
spur of the moment, and other 
people’s property must be 
protected. Although he had 
compunction for Smith’s wjfe 
and -family he had to think of 
other people, Mr -Prowse said. 

Defendant would have to‘be 
sentenced with his record and 
on this offence a 3-month term 
of imprisonment would be: the 
penalty. ‘ 


Smith then gave notice of 
appeal, and was given bail of

Useful Household Hints 


To make a Simple indoor 
clothes line: Attach a string of 
pegs to a wire coat-hanger, 
which can hang from the 
shower to dry stockings, under- 
clothes, socks, etc. . 


FURS 

Furs deserve good care. Re- 
member never to dry in front 
of a radiator, and always hang 
well away from heat pipes. In 
the wardrobe, furs should not 
touch the walls or other cloth- 
ing. 

To protect ftus from moths, 
‘ don’t spray anything on the 
surface, but store in a tightly- 
sealed box or plastic robe. 


: KNITTING 

The crinkies can be taken out 
of wool that has already been 
knitted by rewinding the yarn 
into a Skein and holding it taut 
before the spout of a steaming 
kettle. Simply move the skein 
backwards and forwards. through 
the steam until the kinks have 


"disappeared. and the woo] will 


be like new again. 

Reinforce the elbows of chil- 
dren’s sweaters by stitching 
rounds from old nylon stock- 
ings on the inside of the sleeves. 
The jumpers will last much 
longer if you do this before the 
elbows begin to wear. 


When working in fine yarns, 
the number of increases on 2 
sleeve and decreases on a skirt 
grow proportionately more. To 
_save recounting, knit in a strand 
of colored wool on the increas- 
ing or decreasing row. 

Knitting should be measured 
flat on a table, lay it fiat, pat 
it into: position, and then meas- 
ure. Otherwise, the garment 
will stretch in all directions. 


‘Ismocks to keep 


When using two, or even four 
trands of wool while knitting 
a garment, it is a good idea to 


thread each strand through a 
four-holed button, This  pre- 
vents tangles and makes’ the 


knitting much easier. 
Mend the fingertips of knitted 
gloves over a thimble. 


The correct way' to join wool 
hen knilting is to split the 
two ends. Then remove half 
the strands of each for. a few 
inches, and twine them together 
with the two ends pointing in 
opposite directions. Knit for 
abdul 8 inches and continue 
with the new thread of wool. 
Never knot the etids together as 
this will form wa lump that is 
likely to leave a hole after 
rashing. 


MAKE AND MEND 
Mei’s shirts usually go first 
wround the collar, the cuffs, and 
the armholes. Instead of throw- 
ing them away or putting them 
in the rag basket, turn them 
into smocks for your small chil- 
dren. Cut away the collar into 
a round neck, cut out sleeves, 
bind neckline and armholes with 
colored binding.
